French Application No. FR 2 768 528 : Input peripheral for a computer with automatic 
switching between 3D and 2D operating modes, and its interaction process with a display screen. A 
casing containing a tracking type electromagnetic sensor is fitted with a contactor on one face 
designed to be placed on a flat support. The contactor makes the device automatically change from a 
3D operating mode to a 2D operating mode when it is placed on a flat support, and vice versa when 
it is lifted off this support. 

Japanese Application Publication No. 09/325007 : PURPOSE: To provide a three- 
dimensional position and posture measuring apparatus by which a three-dimensional measurement 
can be performed stably and at very low costs without being affected by a magnetic field, the 
temperature of a room and the like. SOLUTION: A light receiving sensor 1 in which four 
photodiodes D are arranged in positions at equal distances on straight lines at right angles in the 
central point C of a projection face B, an existing display device and the like are used as an input 
device. Thereby, an apparatus which is low-cost and which does not require an installation space so 
much is obtained. In addition, the three-dimensional position and the posture of the light receiving 
sensor 1 are derived by a geometrical calculation so as to be measured in such a way that observation 
information on four end points of two line segments by the light receiving sensor 1 is used and that 
corresponding points, on the display face F of the display device, which correspond to the four end 
points are found. When such an optical feature is used, the three-dimensional position and the 
posture can be measured without being affected by an environmental change.
